THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


DORMAN EATON’S REASSURING 
WORDS. 

He ' ries to Forestall the Action of President-Elect 
Cleveland, By Promisirg That the Rascals 
Shell Retain Their Places—The Views of 
the Democratic Ommissioner, 


Wasnixeton, November 16.—Hon. Dorman 
5B. Eaton, president of the civil service com- 
mission, was asked by a representative of the 
associated press to-night, what effect he 
thought Clevelan’s election would have on 
the maintenance of the civll service law. He 
replied as follows: 

“Thisisavery delicate «question for one in my 
position to answer. I have taken no part, what- 
ever, in the late campaign. I have not the least 
right to assume to speak for Governor Cleveland, 
or his party. Having acted with the republican 
party from its origin, [ ean hardly 
speak without some party bias. Nevertheless, 
f will teil you frankly, what I think. We shall 
have an administration absolutety democratiein 
policy, but whether a member of cabinet repre- 
senting those w ithout whose votes,the democratic 
party would have jailed, I will not guess. Bat 
tbe civil service act will not be repealed, either 
at the coming session or during the generation. 
Coveinor Cleveland and the statesmen of his 
party would oppose any attempt torepeal it. The 
republicans, asa body, would resist and the sen- 
ate would defeat such attempt. The rules will 
not he abolished; they will be enioreed under the 
new president, but not, J fear,with such enlarging 
breadth ot application and such moral 
fupport from the party in power as 
would have been the case certainly, had President 
Artbur been re-elected, and, probably, had Mr, 
Biaine succeeded, The disinteresteduess and pi 
triotism of the country are not very unequally 
divided between the great parties, but, in my 
opinion, my party hasa much larger portion oi 
the intclligent conviction which has thus far sup- 
ported civil service reform. Great numbers 0 
persons in the democratic ranks are so prejudiced 
and uninformed on the subject that they will 
clamor for the removals for the sake oi patronage. 
They do not comprehend that a party which could 
elect its candidate only by theaid of the repube 
han friends of reform has no chance if italienates 
those friends‘ in the future, when they 
are sure to be far more = numerous 
and powerful than now. They still believe in the 
old proscriptiye spoils systein, not comprehending 
that it is doomed, and caring more, as do many 
republicans elso, for a four years’ saturnalia of 
-poils than for all the future beyond that, <A great 
struggle over the reform issue in the democratic 
ranks is therefore certain. The statesmen of the 
party, Bayard, Pendleton, Lamar, Garland, Car- 
lisle, Randall, Cox, Morrison, Tucker, Hewitt, 
Willis and others, each of whom has already 
spoken and yoted for the civil service act, will 
stand by the new president in its support. But 
many worthy democrats and all the demagogues, 
spoilsmen and rabble of the party will be against 
it. The republicans will stand together for 
the act and rules anxiously waiting for the demo- 
crats to ruin themselves by their abrogation. The 
president will lead the reform element of his 
paity, and his clear convictions, his high sense of 
duty, his courage, his strength of character, wil! 
secure the victory. 

HEDGING FOR HIS PARTY 

There is no public man in this country who has 
n bighersense of the moral obligations of official 
life, or who is more. certain to withstand mere 
partisan and selfish appeals than Governor Cleve- 
land. This isa great element of powerand popu- 
larity, too, as peopie now feel, and lest mv motives 
be misunderstood, let meadid that he has never 
done me a iavor, and that I could neither 
ask nor accept one at his hands, 
Many officersfoutside the rules, and some within, 
will doubtless be removed for no very good rea- 
sons, but sofar as possible Governor Cleveland 
will prevent mere political proscription. Ne can- 
not attend to everything. Much will depend on 
the members of his cabinet, and especially on the 
postmaster general. If theie are, as it is charged, 
some officers who have used their influence to en 
force assessments and neglected their duties and 
violated the proprictices of their stations to engage 
in party warfare, the fate they have challenged 
muy very likely await them. If persons are to be 
selected for public work, irrespective of politics, 
they bad better attend to that work and not med- 
dle with clections.’’ 

GOVERNOR CLEVELAND’s RECORD 

(suestion-—‘‘What ‘has Governor Cleveland done 
in New York to warrant this estimate of him?’ 

Answer-—“‘Buffalo wasa city almost as partisan, 
lawless and badly goverced ‘as Cincinnati. Upon 
being made sheriif, Mr. Cleveland exhibited those 
qualities which are being more and more needed 
and appreciated by the people. They compre- 
hended and approved his spirit. He was elected 
mayor by votes from both parties in that republi- 
can city. Entering upon his duties in 
1882, his lifeas mayor was a continuous struggle 
for honesty and fidelity in office against jobbers, 
spoilsmen and partisans who had long preyed 
upon the city. He mastered the situation and 
became known as the “veto mayor.’’ His fearless 
way of with them is shown 
by the language of his vetoes and other pub- 
lic utterances, both as [mayor fand as governor. 
He invariably opposed and deneunced all mere 
political, selfish and partisan schemes; approved, 
in the most unhesitating manner, the principles 
of the Pendleton bill, whieh is the present civil 
service law, and vetoed a bill wiose aim, he held, 
was to secure places and patronage for party ad- 
vancement. In his statesmantike veto of the rail- 
road fare bill, he withstood the threats, prayers 
and cajolement of all the manipulators, dema- 
sogues and communists of his party. He made a 
man of business state superintendent of public 
works instead of a politician, against the com- 
pined pressure of the whole army of partisan job- 
bers. But he went far beyond all this. A New York 
bill, yery largely in the identical language of 
the uational civil service act, but as 
amended yet more étringent, had his efficient 
support, and received his prompt signature. The 
rapidiy growing reform sentiment of the country 
has been demanding more honesty, courage and 
administrative capacity with less politics in ex- 
ecutive places. Governor Cleveland has the dis- 
tinction of being the first man since Washington, 
who has been elected president because he pos- 
sessed these qualities in a pre-eminent degree. 
They have advanced him more rapidly to the 
head,of the nation than military glory ever did 
any_one of her favorites. 

THE COMMISSIONER'S FOND HOPE. 

To believe that such a man, with such a bistory 
will come to the national capital with pledges aud 
all that is best of his official life, to betray 
these who have most trusted him 
to make hostile all republican journals which now 
support him; to ruin the prospects of his party 
and to disgrace himself and his country by over- 
turning a work of reform kindred to that upon 
which his distinction rests, only to secure a 
free field for patronage mongering 
and the spoils system debauchery. That such au 
assumption should be made by any sensible, well 
informed man,isto mesimply impossible. Ii I 
am mistaken in this view, 1 hope the rules will be 
utterly overthrown before the March winds are 
over. If the democrats enforee the spoils system 
policy they must take the consequences. No true

MR. THOMAN EXPRESSES HIMSELF. 


The views of Judge L. D. Thoman, democratic 
mem ber of the commission, were also obtained on 
the same subject discussed by Mr. Eaton.

I am satisfied that 
thorough administrative reform will canse the re- 
moval of many officials, whose places need not be 
filled, and if a policy is pursued by which the busi- 
ness of the government wilt be conducted on busi- 
ness princip es the biennial register in two years 
irom now will contain several § thou- 
sand less pames than it. does to-day. 
As to disturbing the subordinates in these publie 
cfices, much wiil depend on the heads of depart- 
ments, bureans and divisions, and also upon their 
eft ciency in the places they occupy. There never 
bas beeu such a thing as a ‘clean sweep.” 

he power of removal ix not abridged 
by the civil service law, but the places made 
vacant, cannot be filled within the classified ser- 
vice without a requisition on the commissioners. 
Thus the motive for removing thorough and effi- 
cient and trustworthy clerks is gone. 

WHAT BLAINE WOULD HAVE DONE, 


In the eourse of futher conversation Judge 
Theman ,took oce sion to say that 
bad Mr Blaine becn elected he 
wceuld have made more removals for political 
motives than Mr. Cleveland because “‘in a polit- 
ical life of 25 years, much of which time was given 
to seekipg the presidency, many pledges and 
promises munst haye been made,” and as a second 
reason “until his letter of acceptance appeared the 
public had not been advised that Mr. Blaine was 
in sympathy with reform of the civil service; and 
in no speech during the campaign, although he 
made several hundred, did he refer to tais ques: 
tion.”” Governor Cleveland, Judge Thoman con- 
tinucd, bad declared himscli on every occasion 
that he afdressed the public in favor 
of the system of reform that is now 
being successfully earried out under 
the provisions of the Pendleton bill and the rules 
promulgated by President Arthur, ‘‘who at all 
times has given the commission his hearty and 
uLWwaiving support.”

THE POSTAL SERVICE, 
The Report of the Secoud Assistant Post- 
master-General, 

Wasnineton, November 16.—Henry D. Ly- 
man, second assistant postmaster-general, has 
submitted his annual report on the fiscal 
year, ended June 3), 1884. It 
shows that the cost of inland 
transportation for the year was as follows: 
For 11,729 star routes, aggregating 226,779 
miles, $5,089,941; 117 steamboat routes, ag- 
gregating 15,591 miles, $596,573; for 1,573 
railroed routes, aggregating 117,160 miles, 
$15,012,603 ; total, $20,699,117. A 
comparison withthe lastannual statement 
shows for the state service an increase of 402 
routes, a decrease of 86 miles and an increse of 
$350,463 in annual cost; for the steamboat 
service an increase of2 routes, @ 
502 miles, and of $11,048 in annual cost: for 
the railroad s increase of 60 routes, 
of 6,952 miles, and of $1,124,803 in annual 


cost. 
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SOUTHERN-MADE IRON. 


Hew It Fares in the Philadelphia Mar- 
ket. 
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HILADELPHIA, ber 16.—Statements 
concecrning the amount of southern-made pig- 
iron that has been disposed ofin this market 
litle y materially. Some have put down 
unt at 20,900 tons, but this is regarded 
£8 an exaggeration. iron brokers, 
however, have agreed that the amount will 
reach 5,000 tons from far sonthorn states, and 
that a quantity nearly as large will come on 
before January 1, These items come from 
Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee, and are sold 
hie re at S18 fo) NO. B S17 for No. Ze and SOO 
for No. 3, against the following prices for the 
Pennsylvania-made iron; S20(19 for No. 1, 
S18 for No. 2, and $17 for No. 3. Brokers state 
that, taken all through, these southern-made 
irons are superior tor general uses to those 
made in Pennsylvania, as they contain less 
cinder. The iron is brought in 200 and 300 
ton lots 1D. connection with other 
freighis. The cost of getting it to this mar- 
ket, including the rail shipments from the in- 
terior towns, is $4.50 and $5 per ton. Brokers 
say that the lots finding their way to this 
market are only surpluses, and that the ship- 
ments will cease when there have been worked 
A very fine grade of iron is now coming 
in from the valley of Virginia, and including 
these the amount of lron that has arrived here 
recently from the south, it is stated, may be 


put down at 10,000 tons. 
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BY THE FLAMES. 
The Destructive Work of Fire Throughout 
the Country. 

Gotpsroro, N. €C., November 16.—A fire to- 
dav destroved 25 leading business houses in 
thiscity, including the extensive mashine 
shops of W. F. Kornegay « Co.,the Messenger 
printing office and building, together with 
several large stocks of merchandise and a 
quantity of cotton The total loss will exceed 
$250,000. The amount of insurance cannot yet 
be ascertained. 

Fire in Wilmington, Delaware. 

Puitapenpnia, November 16.—A_ special 
dispatch to the Times from Wilmington, Del., 
says six of the nine buildings at the Wilming- 
ton glassworks were destroyed by fire last 
night, together with 3,000 cases ot window 
giass and other material. Loss $200,000, fully 
insured.

THE CONGO QUESTION. 


MEETING OF THE CONFERENCE IN 
BERLIN. 


A Pacific Speech From the German Premier—The 
Progress of the Cholera in Francc— Political 
Developments in Eugiend—Affairs 
on tue Continent-Other News. 


Bertin, November 16.—The Congo confer- 
ence was fertnally opened yesterday by Prince 
Bismarck, in the dining hallof his residence, 
being the same room that was occupied by the 
conference of 1578. After the usual prelimi- 
nary formalities Prince Bismarck delivered a 
short speech to the delegates, which was pacific 
intone and moderate in character, evidently 
giving general satisfaction. Atthe suggestion 
of Count De Laury, Italian delegate, Prince 
Bismarck was unanimously elected president 
of theconference. M. Raindre, councellor of 
the French embassy; [err Schmidt, German 
vice consul at St. Petersburg, and Count Wil- 
liam Bismarck, were appointed secretaries. It 
was unanimously agreed that the proceedings 
should be kept secret. The next meeting of 
the delegates will probably be held on Tuesday 
ISth instant. 


An American Stranded in London, 

Loxpox, November 16.—Several men in 
London feel a lively interest in Colonel An- 
drew Jackson Rogers, late of the Am:rican 
volunteers, who has recently been devoting 
his talents to showing Englishmen how they 
could be rapidly enriched by investing 
in certain enterprises which he 
is a promoter. Owing to cireum- 
stances pot wholly within the control of Co- 
lonel Rogers, he has become financially 
stranded, and is now undergoing a course of 
more or less voluntary bankruptcy. A meet- 
ing of his creditors was held in the London 
bankruptcy court in Lincoln Inn Fields this 
afternoon. It was explained that he had been 
honestly engaged in negotiating in England 
the sale of shares in certain American fi- 
nancial schemes which were certainly 
legitimate, and would probably be pro- 
fitable. The only trouble was that 
these promising schemes: had not ma- 
turned. The report of the colonel’s present 
financial etanding showed his liabilities to be 
£1,600, and his assets nothing. One of the 
creditors said that Colonel Rogers had been 
guilty of debauchery and dissipation; that he 
had ftleeced the creditors and lavished their 
money on the sirens of St. John’s Wood and 
the West End, while preaching morality in 
the city. After a somewhat angry session the 
meeting adjourned until next week, after ap- 
pointing a committee to look after the interests 
of the creditors. 


The Safety of General Gordon, 


Loxpoxy, November 16.—A dispatch from 
Cairo to Reuter’s telegram company, says that 
a letter from Genera) Gordon has been receiv- 
ed by General Lord Wolseley, which was dat- 
ed at Khartoum, November 4th. This letter 
states that the steamer which bore. Colonels 
Stewart and Power, and M. Ilerbin, 
the consul, and some Greeks, 
left Khartoum September 10th. General Gor- 
don bad received letters through Major Kitch- 
ener from bis sister, from Sir Samuel Baker 
and from Henry M. Stanley. General Gordon 
expresses regret at the wreck of the steamer, 
whicb he bad sent down the river to Dongola, 
and speaks with sorrow at the massacre of 
Colonels Stewart and Power, M. HUerbin 
and thirty others. He is delighted, 
bowever, to bear of the British advance up 
the Nile. and hopes to be able to maintain his 
held at Khartaum until the arrival of the re- 
lief expedition. He says he continues to harass 
ihe mahdi with steamers whenever he at- 
tempts to approach Khartoum. The mahdi 
is himself eucamped only one day’s march 
frem Kbartoum. 

General Gordon’s latest letter says his posi- 
tion at Kartoum is very secure, and that his 
troops arein excellent spirits. Ile adds that 
the mahdi regularly receives European news - 
papers, whereupon he learns the movements 
of the British troops in Egypt. General Gor- 
don warns the French consul general at Cairo 
that the mahdi possesses Mr. Herbin’s ciphe 
code, and may make use of it. 


The First American Protestant Bishop. 

Loxpon, November 16.—The Times devotes 
aleading article to the celebration at St, 
J’aul’s yesterday in honor of centennial anni- 
versary of the conservation of the first bishop 
ofthe American Episcopal church. In the 
course of this it says: “If even it is separated 
from the state, the church of England may 
Jearn from American precedent that it need 
not fear extinction or humiliation. The 
American church has set an example which 
the English church would do well to imitate 
in enlisting the services of laymen on au 
equal footing with the clergy.”” The Times 
believes that yesterday’s commemoration 
services will do much to promote a spirit of 
good will between the two great branches of 
the Anglican church. 


Sensation on the Parisian Siage. 

Parts, November 16.—The journalists and 
composers present at the opera Comique the 
other night, when Miss Vanszant was obliged 
toretire from the stage because of sudden 
illness, are forming a committee to investi- 
gate the nature of the young lady’s complaint.

The Cholera, 

Paris, November 16,—During Saturday 
there were twenty-two deaths from cholera in 
the city and fifty in the hospitals. Between 
midnight last night and 6 o’clock this evening 
there have been four deaths in the city and 
seventeen in the hospitals. Two deaths oc- 
curred at Nantes to-day. 

Four cases of cholera have appeared on 
board the man-of-war Admiral Duperre. An

ANEGRKO APMITTED TO THE BAR, 


A Colored Man Pas-es a Sauccessfal Examin- 
ation in Kichmend Coert, 
From the Avgusta. Ga, Chronicle, et 

At a meeting of the superior court yesterday 
morning a tall, light hued, colered man, ap- 
parently about thirty years of age, presented 
bimself as an applicant for admission to 
the bar. His apviication represented 
that his name was Judson W. 
Lyons and that he was a gredute of Howard 
University Law School, Washington, D.C. 
He also presented adiploma from that instita- 
tion. His mors] character was certified to 
by Wm. J. White, W. H. Barefield, and Joseph 
S. Bean, the two former being residents of 
this city. The court appointed as a commit- 
tee to examine him, Judge Hook, Judge 
Shewmeke, Mr. Leckbart, and Solicitor Gen- 
eral Wright. These gentlemen examined him in 
turn upon the various branehes designated by 
the statute, each expressing his satisfaction 
atibe manner in which the applicant re- 
eponded. After aclose examination of about 
en hour, Selicitor General Wright, who con- 
ducted the closing part. of the examination, 
aroreapdsaid: “‘Lthink it but due the ap- 
plicant that I should state to your honor, aud 
in the hearing uf these people, that the ap- 
plicant, after going through a very searching 
«examination, 98 far as | have had the time to 
give it, bas not missed a single question, 
snd shows a degree of proficiency in 
criminal law, which ts very rare tn 
eppliceants before fhis court.” Judge Roney 
then ssid: “I take great pleasure in saying 
that ] have listened tothe examination and 
heard the report of the committee, and that 
1 incorse their report that the applicant ie 
wortby of admission to the bar, and I have 
prepared this order.”’ The court then read 
the order of admission, and the applicant ad- 
vanced and took the oath, atter which each 
of the commiftee went forward and sho >k 
hands with him. Lyons was for sometime a 
United States gauger; has since taught school, 
He was, iu: 1850, a candidale for the legisla- 
ture in this county, but was deteated. 

Lyons 1s the second or third colored man 
who has been adniitted tothe ber in Augusta 
sipee the war. George Snowden practiced 
here shortly sfter the war, and John F. 
(uvatles wv as also admitted to the profession in 
this city. in Carolina there are several col 
ored law vers; Sam Lee in Charteston and 
W hipper in Beaufort being the most conspicu- 
cus 10 that state, Several years Aaron 
Alperoria Bradley was admitt-d to the bar in 
Sayeannah and Hutehins in Atlanta.

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, ESSONS OF THE ELECTION. 


There are some things growing out of the 
recent exciting election that should not pass 
from mind without at least an effort to find 
a remedy for them. The immense ex pendi- 
tures of money should not be repeated if the 
republic is to endure as it was founded. Tunis 
money was procured by assessments of clerks 
and otber officials and by private subscrip- 
tions, and if the check books of the republi- 
can party could be brought to light, the peo- 
ple would be 680 astonished and indiguant 
that some remedy for the great evil would 
surely be sought for. It is thought that the 
vepublicans spent in Ohio alone, in October, 
$1,600,000, In spite of the civil-service law 
not a little of this money was obtained from 
the people's own servants in the public offi- 
ces. While a department chief or bureau of- 
ficer can not. under the civil-service law, fill 
a place with bis friends, yet he can remove a 
clerk or other official on one pretext or an- 
other, and in this way assessments for politi- 
cal purposes are as effective and arbitrary as 
they ever were. If .an end is to be put to 
such demoralizing’ work, the law must forbid, 
under heavy penalties, al] contributions by 
clerks to campaign expenses. If a person ts 
not willing to submit to such an abridge- 
ment of his liberty, then he should not be- 
come a clerk. 

The enormous expenditure could also be 
lessened—not of course by general law—by 
steps that would shorten the presidential 
campaigns. Let all October states become 
Noveniber states. West Virginia voted on 
such an amendment atther state election, and 
doubtless adopted it. If so, Maine, Vermont 
and Ohio are the only northern 

hold elections before the genera! 
vember. There is really no locat 
they should not also fall into line 
there are many reasons whyZthey should do 
go out of consideration of the general good. 
With no September or Oetobar states that are 
contested, the campaign would be shortened 
at least one month; nominations could b 
made as late as August, and 2 vast amouat of 
money and noise and confusion saved and 
avoided. If a presidential campaign could 
be confined to the months of September aud 
October, the people would be relieved of 
great annoyance, and the country largely 
benefitted. A two-montbs campaiga free of 
political assessments would be a happy ex-

The day isoccupied by different 
classes in their respective departments, among 
which are pupils in various branches of study, 
including three in algebra, one in rhetoric, 
one in English composition, three in English 
grammer, one in natural philosophy, one in 
chemistry, one in astronomy, one in physical 
geography, one in heathen mythology, one in 
zoology, one in the wonders of insect life, one 
in common school history, one in natura! his- 
tory, four in raised maps and globes, one-in 
Mitchell’s geography, two in Monteith’s geog- 
raply, eleven in reading raised print bovks, 
six in spelling, three in etymology, one in 
English literature, one in point type writing, 
one in pepeil writing. In music the instra- 
ments used are the pieno, organ, guitar, flute 
and violin. ‘The lessons are given mostly oral, 
and the result of the year has made an excel- 
lent showing. Speaking of text books, Pro- 
fessor Williams remarked: ‘‘We are the only 
institution I know of who use Professor Wil- 
lett’s wonder of insect life as a text book. We 
havea mostipteresting pupilin the work.” 
One ofthe remarkable features of the classes 
is the teaching of algebra oraly. The classes 
es they were visited gave examples of their 
studies. A most difficult example in algebra 
was worked casily by a young man totally 
blind. Inthe music class the older scholars 
were singing under Professor Czurda, and 
were interesting. Heisa fine teacher and is 
making his class accomplished. Miss Guil- 
lan’s primary class was visited next, Here 
was a set of little boys and girls with nimble 
fingers scanning over the raised primers, read- 
ing as though they could see pertectly the 
letters. In another recitation room were seated 
together two girls. One was leaning over the 
shoulder of the other. As Professor Williams 
entered he said: “Hey, what is the matter 
Emma?’ She replied at once that she had 
been excused from music on account of a head- 
ache. In a soothing voice he a “Very 
well.”” After leaving the room he remarked 
that sbe was one of the brightest girls ever at 
the academy. Further down the hall the 
sound of a piano was heard. The door was 
opened, and little Julia Wells, of Atlanta, was 
practicing on the piano as gaily as if she was 
in perfect vision. The dining-room was next 
visited. Here, at the long table, were seated 
the pupilsat lunch. The manner of their eat- 
ing is interesting. The food is cut up for them 
and placed in front, and with their knives and 
forks they begin as directed. Others have 
jearned to use the knife and fork dexterous\y. 
The blind are hearty eaters. They have much 
better appetites than people with sight. The 
Professor said: ‘It is remarkable that we have 
to administer so little physic. We seldom 
have a sick child.” The conversation turned 
to accidents to the blind children. The pro-

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AS PREACHED iN THE VARIOUS 
CHURCHES YESTERDAY, 


A Dey That Drew Forth Some Brilliant S¢rmons— Dr. 
Arms'rorg at &t. Philip’s—Rev. Sam Jones at 
the Firet Method’st (huren—Dr. Haw- 
thorneat the Firet Bap.iust, Etc. 


Yesterday wa- a genial day, and the atten- 
dance at the various churches was unusually 
large. Below are reports of the services at the 
more prominent churches: 


At St. Philip’s Church. 

At St.Philip’s Episcopal chureh yesterday a 
most excellent sermon was delivered by Mr. 
Armstrong, the rector of the parish. The 
music was very ornate and was improved by 
the excellent bass of Professor C. 8. Mallette. 
“Why Sinks My Soul Desponding” was rend- 
ered especially well. The text was from 

ibe xiv pealm and sixth verse, “Ye have 
shamed the counsel of the poor, because the 
Lord is his refuge.”” The sermon was full of 
thought. Dr. Armstrong said thetin speak 


ing he would not confine the word poor to its 
ordipery meaning as referring to carthly pos- 
sessions although he ineluded that inter preta- 
tion. He would include also those who are 
intellectually poor. To shame means 
to mock and the text is a condemnation of the 
necking of ap uulettered man’s faith in God. 
and yet he could not include the faith of al! 
ublettered peovle. Some have faith in God 
that does not merit praise. It is 
Lerrow and fosters self-righteous- 
ness and intolerance. It does 
1 ot grow iv God’s spiritand truth. There is 
much of this so-called faith in the world, 
theugh it is becoming less and less common. 
It is sul] common in some quarters. It has its 
seot in ip norance, though he did not mean to 
insinuate that all intelligent men had a true 
faith in God. He meant to assert toat 
there is in the hearts of thousands 
ofthe poor and unlettered a faith in God 
that is esrnest, honest and sympathetic. 
‘hese have the faith that should not be 
mocked. ‘The other class is so wedded to the 
letter of the law that their ignorance deepens. 
But he did not say that even their faitn 
sheuld be mocked. It ought at least to be 
pitied. ‘lhe faith thet he referred to. as the 
fuith of the poor was not a reasoning faith. 
Ask them for the reasons for their faith and 
they can give none. They kuow that they 
bave faith, and that isall. Yet their faith is 
aliving and working agency. It trauslates 
mere word into a living power, 
gives strength In tein ptation and 
ce mit rt in BOrrow, This faith brings 
the sc ul so near to Gud that it feels the awful 
contrast of its own sinfulness, and seriously 
repeats and earnestly prays and takes Curist 
foriisexample. Man instinctively recognizes 
the existence of a God, a power that can help 
bim wnd protect him and punish him, though 
Oifferent uges and diflerent people aud differ- 
ent classes do not have the same conception 
oifihe Great Power. We have a grander cou- 
GC plion of God than theold Seandinavian had. 
He cculd only lisp the name of God while we 
have learned to articulate it. You would not 
nock the cry of hunger, then do not mock 
the instinct of the hungry soul for a -God., 
‘lhe educatea man does not feel these attacks 
#8 k: enly as does the unlettered. He is above 
it. But with the poor, the shafts of mockery 
sting #8 the darts of ridicule would the tender 
feelings of a child. 
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St Luke’s Cathedral, 
The usual large congregation 
suke’s cwuthedral yesterday morning. Rev. C,. 
1. Beckwith chose his text from St. Matthew 
xxi, 43: **Theretore | say unto you, the king- 
dom of God shall be taken from you and given 
toa uation bringing forth the fruits thereof.” 
‘ihe spenker gave a review of his last Suoday’s 
in Which he endeavored to answer the 
“Why am la Churehman? It was 
neither our purpose nor act,” said 
he, ‘to follow history and lay 
before you the testimony of one century and 
snother till the nineteen hundred years had 
heen reviewed. That were a task impossible 
Wesimply givea line of thought, trusting 
that your interest would be sufficient to lead 
\cu into such investigation as would satisfy 
yeu of the correctness of the position then 
tuken. 
jam achurch man, because 
history testifies to the exist- 
epvce of the church in every aye 
irom the Christian era, that her ministry, 
escraments, rites, worship and government 
are the ssme to-day as those handed down 
from the Apostles. I believe that the Protest- 
ant Episcopal ehurch is a branch of the one 
Holy Catholic church, and that she has pre- 
served her historic continuity, Would God 
that this truth and its importance could be 
placed betore you to clearly ‘that you saould 
know its value. These things beiag 
no possible credit can attach to 
us. ‘There is no ground for boasting, none 
for self-exultation. Privileges that have been 
fully made ours, without effort or labor on our 
part sre responsibilities as well as privileges,

But there is a 
worse sip than sebism, and while this eongre 
gation, under Ged s especial favor, avoided te 
one, 1 believe we sre in danger of the other. 
Schism is a ein because it means separation of 
ihe members of Christ’s body; but to continue 
the united relation to the body and reject the 
lite ot the body, and decline to return to the 
bedy the service that is due froa_ tie 
nen ber, is to seeept a responsiiiity greater, 
Il believe, than the act of scht.m.

Faul’s figure is good and strong for one line of 
ergument, itis soforanother. It the church 
he indeed the body of Christ, then has each 
member a specific work to do, and upon the 
faithful performance of that work depends the 
health eof the body and the life of the 
nember. Carrying out the idea of specific 
work and the effect of negligence on the part 
of any one individual, St. Paul says: “That 
there should be no schism; but that the mem- 
bers sgheuld have the same care one for an 
other. And whether one member suffer, all 
the members suffer . with it; or one 
member bonored, all the members rejoice 
with it. Now ye are the body of 
Christ, members in particular.’’ The speaker 
then gaverome valuable and pointed words 
ou the work of individual members of the 
chureh and their duties, alludimyg particu- 
lerly to the work done by that congregation, 
and the work that can be done with 
nore geal and earnestnéss in the 
cause.

At Trinity Charch, 

Dr. Kendall discoursed to the large congre- 
gaticn at Trinity church, yesterday morning, 
on the 3d verse of the 8th chapter of Matthew: 
‘And they besought him to depart out of 
their eoasts.”” His theme was, “‘What will we 
do with Jesus.”’ There are test cases with na- 
tions as well as with individuals. The re- 
served power of the English flashed out in 
the splendid charge at Balaklava. The Greek 
showed whet® was in him at Thermopyle. 
A test care came to Jesus in the 
incidenton which the text is based. He bad 
met nosuch trial as that which taced him 
when the fierce men possessed of the spirits 
rushed upon him. The disciples trembled, 
but the evil spirits raised the white flag. They 
were vanquished by one look of the divine 
countenance. Weare apt to think of this in- 
stance of Christ’s power as removed from us by 
1s00 years, It has a present lesson for us. 

lt teaches us the hopeless and lost condition 
of human nature without Christ. There are 
many people who are willing to enjoy the res- 
pectability which our civilization has gained 
trom what Christ has taugkt us, but they do 
not goto him for any more precious help. 
What shall we do with Christ? The people, 
when He cast the devils out of these 
two men,  besought Him to leave 
their coast, Some of them 
were conservative and feared such a disturb 
1 ginfluence. Conservatism is a good thing 
rightly applied, but it has kept China for 
centuries In heathern darkness. It branded 
the Apostles and banished the Wesleys. 
Others sought Christ to leave because of the 
grosser consideration for property. A man 
who bad been aiflicted stood before them, but 
the spirits which left him entered a herd of 
swine and they ran into the sea 
sid were drowned. The loss of 
the swine affected this classsorely. Were they 
so much worse than we? They talk of trying 
to get a jocal option bill for this county and to 
curtail the sale of whisky. One objection we 
hear to it is that it will reduce the city’s reve- 
nue. The swine will be lost. When there is 
«# reform of the eonvict system suggested it is 
met with the objection that it will lose the state 
money. I saw a poor woman sewing the 
other day who told me she had to make 
twelve garments for twenty-five cents. Some- 
hedy must answer. for that kind of care for 
mouey. We compare too often the value of 
men and material. Trinity church has been 
built and kept up by the sacrifice and liber- 
ality of good people, but if -it bus been the 
mexns Of saving one soul it is money weil 
spent. We measure the work of our missions 
rT our foolish estimates by the number of con— 
verts snd don’t remember the  price- 
less value of one human soul. 
The question what will we do with Jesus indi 
vidusliy was then forcibly presented.

“And when he had ealled 
unto him his twelve disciples, he gave them 
wer against unclean spirits to cast them out, 
audto heal all manner of sickness and all 
merner of disease,’’ Math. 10, 1. aes 

Below is printed the full textofa part of his 
sermon, which is given in preference toa sum- 
wisry. 

When Jesus sent forth his disciples to work 
wonders in his name, he gave them power. 
Thus be bas dealt with his people in all ages. 
W hen we receive orders from him we receive 
power. Christ has commanded me to do 
tuipgs which I could no more accomplish in 
my own strength than I could liftStoue moun- 
tain from its base, or rouse the motions of the 
earth or turn from their aacient course the 
chariot wheels of the sun. But biess- 
ed be His adorable name, when in will 
end heart I am loyal to SHim and 
make the effort to obey, He 
converts my foolishness into wisdom, and my 
weskuess into strength. He takes my poor 
words spoken with doubt and fear and tremb- 
jing and makes them mighty to unstop ears 
that are deaf, to open eyes that are blind, and 
to turn men’s noon of night into noon of day. 

There are flood times in the progress of 
every mind that has great purposes to exe- 
cute. These seasons, when men are trans- 
ported beyond themselves,and are conscious ot 
such an aceession of 8strength as mekes work 
a pleasure, and danger an inspiration. They 
are lifted up into a deific state, in which not 
even the gates of hell can prevail against 
them. Peter had this power on the 
day of penticost, when his ministry opened on 
the world like the radiance of morning and 
three thousand souls were saved and added to 
the church. Paul hed it when he steod on 
Mar’s hill and reasoned so grandly about the 
“unknown God” and confounded the orators 
and philosophers ot Athens. Chrysostom had 
it when he challenged the enmity of @ licen 
ticus priesthood and even defied the wrath of 
his imperial master. Whitfield had it when 
his voice shook two continents and liberated 
Christianity onee mere from the icy tomb 
of formalism in which a faithless church had 
burried it. Edwards had it when he preach- 
ed the memorable sermon on “The sinner in 
the bandsof en angry God,” and men seized 
the pillars of the saniurary to keep their feet 
irom sliding into bell. 

That power is still in the world. 
upen some men unknown to fame. It has 
come to the poor and devoted itinerant on 
his mobntsin circuit and to _ the 
weary and  hbali-fed mssionary amid 
the wilds of the distant west, as with 
learts, loyal to God and trueto humanity, 
they stood up and preac

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cistion, by Mr. W. A. Heygood, and by Rev.

Mrs. ©. A. Sindall sang most beautifully a 
solo, “‘] beard the voice of Jesus say.” 
‘The reports of the officers of the association 
exhibited a gratifying statement of the work 
acne by the association. 


At the Second Baptist. 


At the Second Baptist church a very large 
congregation assembled yesterday to listen to 
tLerermon of Dr. McDonald on “the miracles 
of Christ.” The music was as usual very fine. 
The choir of the church is a most excellent 
ope, andthe singing, led by tne cornet and 
organ, 1s unexcelled. The cornet and organ 
viluntery at each service, morning and night, 
is equal to the finest church music anywhere, 
end is well worth a good deal of trouble to 
hear.

Dr. MeDonald took first the objections to 
the miracies of Christ. The miracles are ob- 
jectea to on the ground that miracles are asso- 
ciated with religions that we recognize now as 
being false..

_ The miracle performed by Christ was essen- 
tial to belief in him. These miracles were re- 
lied upon by him as attesting his claim and 
credentials to being the Son of God. The 
miracles were performed publicly without 
colusion of any sort, and appealed to the 
senses, and were redemptive in their character. 
Tbey gave assurance that he couid accomplish 
the work whieh he had come todo for the 
reuls of mankind. The application of the 
sermon was, “Ye that believe in these mira- 
cles bave you gone to Cnrist and trusted in 
him.” The hght which they furnish would 
culy be for the condemnation of those that 
fail to accept Him as He is offered to man—a 
spiritual savior and redeemer. 


A tthe First Presbyterian.] 

Last night at the First Presbyterian church 
Dr. E. H. Barnett preached an impressive ser- 
mon upon the miracle of Christ heating the 
man who was deaf and dumb and blind. This 
incideut oecurred soon after the woman 
anointed the Savior’s feet at Simon’s house, 
which was the subject of the discourse on the 
preceding Suuday evening. [t is 
not stated where the miracle was 
performed but, supposably, it was at Caper- 


‘paum. When the Pharisees aceu-ei Chriss of 


casting out devils by the aid of Bee)zebub, the 
prince of devils, there was precipitated the 
jong pending clash between tne two. They 
had long been muttering azainst Christ, bat 
this was their first open attack. How admir- 
ably Christ met avd discom fitted 
his shilled antagonists, who were 
the leaders of the Jewish church. 
He proves how ridiculous is their assumptidn 
ib a common sense way. For how foolish 
would it be for one commissioned of the devil 
io castout devils. Then he continues and 
drives home the fearful conelusion that these 
Pharisees are contending, not againstthe pow- 
er of the devil, but against an exhibition of 
God’s power. There aresome valuable lessons 
to be drawn from this story. It teaches 
the damaging power of prejudice. We are all 
to subjecttoit. The Pharisees were so preja- 
diced against Christ that they sought to con- 
found him aud to bring him into disrepute. 
We sbould guard against all prejadice against 
our Le ighbors, agatust auy chureh, or race, or 
country. Prejudice *blinds the vision which 
would without it see the truth. 

The text teaches incidentally that there 
should be union and harmony in the church. 
Christ tells us that a kingdom 
divided against itself cannot stand. We 
should cultivate the spirit of harmony. It is 
essettial to our best work in the church. 

Another lesson that the text teaches us is 
ihe reality of the devil. We are too apt to 
jest at the devil as if he were a fanciful crea- 
iure. Wethbink of him as a horrible creature 
with hoofs, atail,and borns. He does not 
come in such guise. He comes as a gen- 
tleman. He assumes forms that are 
seductive, attractive and beautiful. He is 
sround us every day, and we must be forever 
on our watch against him. 

Another lesson is that we should guard 
acainst the sin against the Holy “host. There 
hus been much dispute as to what this sin 
which shall not be torgiven is. Itis diffl:ult, 
snd perhaps impessibie to know what 
But we should be careful how we speak 
of bhely things. God's wrath is 
visited before our eyes even in these days 
against thosé who mock him. It is an awful 
thing to tamper with the sacred name of God 
audio laugh at his commands. The sermon 
was concluded with an earnest exhortation to 
live according to the spirit of Christ and to 
have the proper concern tor all the things 
that make our eternal welfare. 


At the Unitarian Church, 

The Rev. Dr. Chaney preached an eloquent 
and impressive sermon at this church last 
night on the subject of the Bible. As a pre- 
luce to the discourse a beautiful vesper hymn 
was suog, beginning with thatsweet and sim- 
pie stanza: 

Again as evening’s shadow falls, 

We gather in there hallowed walls; 
And vesper bymn and vesper prayer 
Rise, winging on the holy air. 

The text was taken from John 5, 39: 
“(Search the Scriptures.” The reverend gen- 
tleman took up the Bible and went into ana 
elaborate explanation of the books of Joshua, 
Job and the hymn of Solomon, first premising 
that the seriptures must be read with the full- 
est liberty of investigation. In the book of 
Joshua we have a succession 
of wars, cruelty and murder 
which could not have been instigated 
by God. His infinite nature is mereiful, and 
the picture of those horribie crimes committed 
by Joshua are revolting even to our human 
pature.. We must pity the deliberate slaughter 
of the Canaanites, and condemn the action of 
their destroyers. It should seem that the re- 
ligious rites performed immediateld preceding 
the passage of the Jews over the Jordan 
would bave made them merciful; but no; it 
only made them more cruel. He, theretore, 
toek exception to the claim made by some 
that Ged told Joshua to commit all those 
enormities. The only extenuating circam- 
stance that attended these crimes aud others of 
alike nature mentioned in the Bible is that 
they in some instences ultimately benefitted 
the human race. Much of Joshua was writ- 
ten hundreds of years after the events 
deseribed transpired by the laudatory 
pen of some hero worshipper. We 
must distinguish between what 
is human and whatis divine in the Bible. 
God’s righteous love is opposed to cruelty. 
War, cruelty, bloodshed and deceit aro war, 
cruelty, bloodshed and deceit, whether found 
in the Bible or elsewhere. 

As to Selomon’s song, the reverend. gentle- 
man could see nothing in it but a love song. 
The ingenuity that enables some to behold to 
it the sacred imagery of Christ and His church 
was beyond him. Such an interpretation of this 
anthem is accepted only by those who would 
trample the passions down in the mire. He 
would justify its appearance in the Bible on 
the very ground that it is a love song and 
nothing else. 

In rending the Biblewe must be accorded 
the privileges of dissent. We must use dis- 
eriminating observation in the study of the 
velume. While throughout it is found to be 
faithtul to human nature, which quality wiil 
make it a living veice while man lives, yet 
eli that isin it is not divine.The revereaed Ex. 
clesiestes may be rebuked when nevesary, 
and the evilof many Biblical characters re- 

udisted. The religious truth of the Bible 

is pot like gold lying epen to view, but itis 
bound up ip the quartz and 
strata of inpumerable errors, and 
must be mined for as is the literal goid by the 
rude workmen of the Sierra Nevada. Ue 
would have us read and accept. the Bible in 
this way alone. Those who read it in this 
light will find it a providential means 
of attaining truth.

Yesterday morning 
Captain Crim was intormed that a 
marty of these Sunday ‘‘disregarders” could 
be cund in the rear of Stewart’s barroom on 
Peters street, and that they were then well 
under the influence of liquor, and were gamb- 
ling. The captain at once decided to raid the 
plece, and with the picked squad, 
sought the locality designated. He 
found no trouble in approaching the 
heuse from tbe four sides, but when 
he closed in on bis game he found that they 
hed been warned, and that the big part of 
the crowd had flown. However, he 
menaged to = arrest Mary Math- 
ews, Margraect Lindsey, Maggie Cum- 
mings, Boss Wheeler and Perry Garoer. Some 
decks of cards and several bottles of whisky 
were found, and together with the prisoners, 
were taken to the city prison. The 
prisoners were all incarcerated and will be 
arraigned in police ceurt this morning.
